Washington, April 19.—The Colon* 


bian canal protocol, which, was deliv- 
ered at the state department on April 
1 and afterward recalled by Minister 
Concha for modifications, was again 
presented to Secretary Hay,'. The pro- 
posal as to price is' set out as follows: 
One year after the exchange of rati- 
fications of a treaty, the United States 
shall pay Colombia the lump sum of 
57,000,000. This figure will represent 
14 years' rental at $500.000 a year. At 
the end of the 14 years' period thu 
price which the United Stales shall 
pay each year is to be fixed by mutual 
consent at the two countries, in casft 
the parties.'ess.. net agree apoa a suns, 
it will be left to an arbitrator selected 
'between, the two governments. The 
protocol provides for the appointment 
of a joint commission representing 
Colombia and tbe United States which 
will arrange and provide for all mat- 
ters pertaining to the administration 
of affairs within the proposed canal 
belt, including the membership of the 
mixed tribunals for the administration 
of justice and other steps necessary to 
the joint occupation of the belt.
